"a vast organization and 
huge sums of money."

Southern California Recovering 
From Deluge; More Rain Due 


LOS ANGELES—(AP)—Flooded southern California began dig- 


ging out today from its worst deluge in 14 years. 


The continuing storm which dumped 7.37 inches of rain on Los 


Angeles in three days, left 19 known dead and sent damage estimates 
soaring into the millions. 


It was the worst downpour since 


the disastrous flood of March, 
1938, when 11.06 inches of rain fell 
in five days and caused 95 deaths. 
It was the worst January down- 
pour since 1916, when 13.30 inches 
was recorded for the entire month. 


May Set Record 


The U.S. weather bureau said 


that mark may yet be broken, be- 
cause more rain, although not as 
much, is forecast for the weekend. 


Hardest hit were the lowlands

WASHINGTON— (AP)—Atty.-Gcn. McGrath shopped around to- 


day outside the government for a man to direct his projected cleanup 
of corruption in the federal machinery. 


He said the selection would be 


on merit and "without any parti- 
san consideration" and that the 
man named would have "broad 
and unfettered authority0 to fer- 
ret out misconduct among govern- 
ment officials. 


McGrath said "several prominent 


lawyers" are being considered and 
that the appointee will be chosen 
without regard to his political af- 
filiation. 


Ordered by Truman 


The post will be that of special 


assistant to McGrath to supervise 
and coordinate the cleanup pro- 
gram. 
It was ordered by Presi- 


dent Truman in the face of charges 
that personal and political consid- 
erations figure in administration 
policy. 


McGrath called on the 93 U. S. 


district attorneys in the United 
States and its possessions to make 
a very much broader use of the 
citizen grand jury in pursuing In- 
quiries into cases of "alleged of- 
ficial misconduct, fraul and brib- 
ery."

At GOP Meet 


Senator Knovvland 
Endorses General's 
Far East Policies 


SAN FRANCISCO—(AP)—Sen- 


ator Knowland (R-Calif) declared 
today, in an endorsement of Gen 
Douglas MacArthur's policies, that 
the United States has no business 
fighting in Korea unless it expects 
to win. 


The California senator, a sup- 


porter of Gov. Earl Warren's bid 
for the Republican 
presidential 


nomination, brought MacArthur's 
name before the GOP national 
committee for the first time in its 
closing session. 


Four candidates for the Repub 


lican presidential nomination, in- 
cluding Warren, either have spok- 
en for themselves or have been 
represented here. 


But MacArthur, removed from 


his Pacific command by President 
Truman, has lacked public mention 
although his 
name 
has 
been 


brought up frequently in lobby 
talk. 


In this connection, F. E. Epton. 


Portland, Ore., real estate dealer, 
told a reporter that a MacArthur 
slate will be entered in the Oregon 
presidential primary. 


Pitted Against Ike 


Indications are that he thus may

We're Closer to liie Wilderness 


Than Most of Us Think 


There are still vast unexplored regions of the earth, on 


continents like Africa and South America. But we usually 
think of our own country as pretty well tracked from coast 
to coast. 


We are much closer to the primitive wilderness than most 


of us realize. Only occasionally does this fact sink home. 


We get some glimmering of it when planes crash just 


minutes away from cities like Phoenix and Buffalo and can- 
not be found for days.•

They vanish in impenetrable forest or barren desert or, 


in the case-of one heavily loaded craft, a scant moment or 
two from the shore of Lake Michigan. 


The thought is almost incredible. It takes a mere hour 


to fly from Pittsburgh to Buffalo, but if your plane goes 
down somewhere between the two it's almost as bad as land- 
ing in the tangled junge of the Amazon.

Let a plane crash in Arizona and the searchers find 


themselves looking for fragments of shattered metal amid 
an endless expanse of gray-green sagebrush and greasewood. 


Take a look at your highway or railroad map and you 


can single out trackless wilds in many parts of the country.. 


There's one stretch in Nevada where, following a main j 


highway route, it's 90 miles between filling stations and 116 
miles between towns. 


The road climbs a mountain range, descends to a broad 


valley floor; climbs another range and then dips down again; 
this goes on for hundreds of miles. 


Most of the valleys have a lonely, empty look, with few 
marks of civilization. 


The spacious West is the easiest place to break contact 


with civilization; hardly a state does not have sizable areas 
little touched by man.•

But as you move east across the map you can encounter 


lots of blank spots: the sand dune country of Nebraska, the 
treeless rolling plains of the Dakotas, the rough-hewn lands 
of northwestern Pennsylvania, the whole rugged backbone 
of the Appalachian mountain chain winding southwestward 
from New England down to northern Alabama, the forbid- 
ding waste of swampland and lush growth in the Florida 
Everglades.

Let your mind dwell upon these unvisited places long 


enough and you'll begin to think of America's teeming cities 
as tiny islands in an ocean vacant of humanity. Of course 
it's not really that bad, for America's industrious farmers 
have put the marks of man upon hundreds of thousands of 
tillable acres. 


Yet this must still seem a pretty primitive land to a man 


who at 10 o'clock is impatiently pacing in a warm, crowded 
airport waiting room and at 10:45 is trying to plow his way 
through woods and deep snow in search of any faint trail 
leading him to a remote outpost telephone and a contact 
with civilization. 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Defense Production Ad- 


ministrator Manly Fleischmann had a pretty tough week 
just before the holidays. 


It all began one morning when he drove his car Into 


the basement garage of the big new General Accounting 
building where he is boss. A guard who didn't recognize 
Fleischmann as the head man stopped him as he started 
to park his car in its assigned place. 


"You can't park like that," the guard ordered. 


"You'll have to back out, drive your car all around the 
passageway in back of those other cars, and come into 
your space from the other side." 


Meekly, in order to avoid an argument and to abide 


by regulations, Fleischmann complied, though it meant 
circumnavigating the block-long basement of the big 
building.

HE FIXES THE PLUMBER 


Some time later, upstairs in his own Office, Mr. 


Fleischmann's wife called him from home to report the 
plumbing was frozen and a pipe had burst. The plumber 
had come and was there. But he reported he couldn't 
make the necessary repairs because he couldn't get a 
priority for an allocation of copper. 


DPA boss Fleischmann also happens to be National 


Production Authority Administrator. In this latter ca- 
pacity, he runs the program for allocation of scarce ma- 
terials—5>U-«1, aluminum ar.d copper. 


He therefore knew that the plumber didn't know 


what he was talking about, and that for the repair and 
maintenance of essential civilian services, the plumber 
could apply for and get the necessary priority on copper 
to fix his bathroom. 


So, over the telephone, Fleischmann talked to the 


plumber and told him just what forms to use and just 
where and how to apply for whatever scarce materials 
were necessary.

IT'S TOUGH ON THE KIDS 


That was not much more than taken care of when a 


toy manufacturer came into Fleischmann's office to pro- 
test and appeal a ruling by NPA which had denied an al- 


location of steel to the toy maker's firm. The man got 
pretty hot about it. 


But Fleischmann stuck to his official guns. Toy- 


making was not an essential industry. Steel was needed 
for national defense. Therefore, not a pound of steel on 
priority for toys. 


"What this issue comes down to, Mr. Fleischmann, 


is, 'Are you for children, or are you aganst them?'"

JUST FOOD FOR THOUGHT 


This was enough to ruin any temporary bureau- 


crat's peace of mind, but there was one, more blow in 
store for Fleifchmann. He went to the airport to take a 
plane back to his home town of Buffalo. With him was 
his form boss and law partner, John Lord O'Brien, chief 
counsel of the old War Production Board. 


They were the last two passengers to board the 


plane. 
As they stepped into the cabin the stewardess 


greeted them with: 


"I'm sorry, but you two passengers will have to go

ON-THE-SPOT POWER SOUGHT 


With U. S. defense production officials frowning1 on 


any more use of natural gas as a fuel to generate steam 
or electric power production, there's a big search on 
for locations where big blocks of power might be steam- 
generated for industrial production. 


Best bets in sight are the lignite fields of North Da- 


kota and the strip-mine coal fields of southern Ohio. The 
idea now is that generating plants could be built right 
over the fuel supply, with the aluminum or other defense 
production plants close by.

One of the new uses for electric power, and one of 


the requirements for more and more large blocks of cheap 
power, is for production of the wonder metal, titanium. 
It now costs about 55 a pound, as compared with 18 cents 
for aluminum. 


Yet if the supply of titanium were big enough, it might 


replace aluminum, and even stainless steel. Because of 
titanium's heat-and-corrosion resistance properties, it is 
invaluable in supersonic projectiles. 


To produce a pound of aluminum or magnesium takes 


ten kilowatt hours of electricity. To produce a pound of 
titanium takes 20 kwh.

NEED MILITARY GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS 


Several moves are under way to give the United 


States a continuous supply of trained military govern- 
ment officials, for service overseas in places such as lib- 
erated Korea, in Trieste, Berlin, or other places in Europe 
where there are American garrisons. 


The big military government school which the Army 


ran at University of Virginia was closed at the end of the 
war. And most military government officers were mus- 
tered out of service. 


Many of these officers stayed in the reserve, how. 


ever, and on their own initiative formed units which stud- 
ied and trained once a week to keep abreast of military 
government problems. Until recently they were never 
fully recognized by military authorities. 


A year ago the- Provost Marshall General opened a 


civil affairs school at Camp Gordon, Georgia. This school 
has graduated about 300 officers in military government. 


Recognizing the importance and necessity of this 


work, a new, -permanent Office of Civil Affairs is now 
being organized under the Assistant Secretary of the 
Army, Archibald Alexander.

M. R. and several others have 


asked for a column on Lupus 
erythematosis, a strange and pecu- 
liar disease which fortunately is 
not too common. Sometimes it 
apparently affects the skin alone, 
but too often, it seems to Involve 
the body as a whole. 


The disease seems to act on cer- 


tain tissues of the body which are 
the binding substances for the 
blood vessels. This tissue is called 
collagcnous tissue. 


It has been studied a good deal 


in recent years but our knowledge 
of the disease, and its actions are 
still not entirely clear. 


Weakness, fatigue, and fever 


are common early signs. Unlike 
many diseases accompanied by 
fever, there is a low-white blood 
count; that is, smaller than aver 
age number of white blood cells 
in the blood. 


Joint pains too are fairly com- 


mon. Although the skin symp- 
toms have long been considered 
characteristic, they »nay not ap- 
pear at first and sometimes the 
skin signs are completely absent. 


Lupus erythematosis is much 


more frequent in women than in 
men, and may start in children as 
young as six or eight year old. 
Its' diagnosis has been simplified 
by a rather new and ingenious 
laboratory test. 


Since the cause is not known, a 


thoroughly satisfactory treatment 
has not been devised. The fever 
and joint pains are generally im- 
proved by using drugs like aspirin 
which contain salycilates. 


The sulfa preparations, or at 


least one of them, may have some 
value also. Male hormones have 
been tried but have not been 
shown to have any definite effect 
on the course of the disease. 


The skin of patients with lupus 


erythematosis is frequently sensi- 
tive to light and may have to be 
protected against It. ACTH and 
cortisone have brought some dra- 
matic results. 


VITAMINS PRESCRIBED 


Other kinds of treatment which 


have been tried include well- 
balanced diet but not too much 
food. Adequate amounts of vita- 
mins, particularly "B" and "C," 
have been recommended, but these 
do not appear to influence the un- 
derlying condition. 


Lupus erythematosis Is a serious 


problem. This is a disease which 
has been known for more than 80 
years, but the cause has not yet 
been found nor has a thoroughly 
satisfactory treatment been de- 
vised. 


However, many able research 


workers are studying it and there 
is a hope that this disease will be 
conquered In the next few years.

Do you know what to look for when buying sheets at the Janu- 


ary white sales? Labels are your best source of information, so read 
them carefully. 


A good sheet should be firmly woven, be practically free of sizing, 


^>md torn before hemming rather than cut 


Check for hems that are straight, well fastened and closed 


at the ends. The better sheets have tape selvages that give better 
wear and prevent selvage shrinkage. 


If you are not quite sure the 


size of sheet to buy, measure the 
size and thickness of your mat- 
tress and allow for generous tuck- 
in. For general use, sheets 88 to 
108 inches long are most satisfac- 
tory. Remember the length given 


_on label is the 
length "before 


nemming." 


Know what thread 
count 
is 


Low thread count is often the rea 
son behind low price and short 
wear. 
Muslin 
sheets 
with

thread count ranging from 128- 
140 give satisfactory wear for ev- 
eryday use.
